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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Species I: Fig. 3 (an overview on the video browsing and metadata extraction 

unit) 

Species II: Fig. 6 (a dataflow diagram of the metadata extraction unit) 

Species III: Fig. 7 (the MPEG bitstream parsing, the DCT-coefficient extraction 
and the motion vector extraction unit) 

Species IV: Fig. 8 (the control flow of the feature point registration and motion 
estimation using an IDCT algorithm applied in selected blocks) 

Species V: Fig. 9 (the calculation flow of the block relevance metric) 

Species VI: Fig. 1 0 (the control flow of the feature point selection and motion 
estimation in DCT domain).
